Begins a Frivolous Life. 


. Benke was an Austrian. His father was 
devoted to music and gave both his sons a 
thorough musical education. ‘Victor was 
trained to be a civil engineer. When he was 
21 years old he came to this country with 
his share of the family fortune. Both his 
father and mother re dead. 

He paid little attention to his profess! 
and a great deal to enjoying himself. e 
made many friends, who were exceedingly 
enjoyable while his money lasted, but who 
deserted him when it was gone. | 

Then he drifted down to the Bowery and 
picked up beer money here and there by act- 
ing as a “ professor" in cheap concert halls 
and worse places. He became a “ bum” of 
the lowest Bowery type. ' | 


Drifts Into the Bowery. | 


As most men of this sort do, he took to 
hanging around fn the rooms of the Bowery 
mission for the sake of shelter and warmth. 
One Sunday miorning in 1894 Mrs. Sarah 
Bird, who always leads the meetings, rose 
and announced thatthe pianist was absent. 
and that unless some one could volunteer, 
to take his place the singing would have to 
be without any accompaniment: 
meant the remark as a gentle jest. 

.But Victor Benke, dirty, unkempt, and 
ragged, stumbled out into the aisle, lum- 
bered forward to the piano, pushed aside 
one or two officious people who did not un- 
derstand what he wanted to do, and sat down 
at the instrument. The moment he struck 
the keys there was no question of his abil- 
ity to take the place of ‘the absent pianist. 
Hie ran his eye over the hymn music and 


po one there. 


Takes Up Mission Work. 


The tough places oft the Bowery knew 
Victor Benke no more hfter that. 

Mrs, Bird simply refused to let him go 
back. She worked with him, argued with 
him until he sobered up, outwardly clean. 
She made a place for him in the mission. 
He was the pianist and organist there from 
that time to his death. 

He organized the Bowery Mission quar- 
tet; in which he sang himself and which 
bas appeared in concerts in many cities. 
He became one of the most effective ex- 
horters among the mission evangelists, and 
his death from spinal meningitis is attributed 
to overwork among the poor and suffering, 
undertaken in addition to his duties in the 
mission hall. 

Benke was the organist for Dwight L. 
Moody during all of Moody’s later visits to 
this city and Mr, Moody frequently sent for 
him to come to nearby cities. ;

DULUTH FIRE COSTS LIFE 
~ AND $400,000 IN PROPERTY. 


Flames Sweep Omaha Railway Docks 
and Warehouses, Destroying Mer- 
chandise and Burning Three Tugs, 


Duluth, Minn., July 15.—Four hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of property was de- 
stroyed this afternoon at the Omaha docks 
and warehouses owned by the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha railway, and 
George Smith, a cook on the tug Abbott, was 
drowned in an attempt to escape. 

The fire started in the northeast corner of 
the building and swept through the long 
sheds like a tornado. In three minutes after 
the flames were discovered almost the.en- 
tire length of the sheds was a fiery furnace. 
It was the most disastrous fire witnessed in 
Duluth in years, and the most spectacular. 
‘Losses are estirfated as follows: Contents 
6f freight shed, $200,000; value of the shed 
itself, $50,000; tugs, $20,000 on Inman, $15,000 
on Excelsior, and $10,000 on Abbott; ten 
Northwestern freight cars, $5,000. 

Insurance on the dock property, ware- 
houses, and merchandise is covered by a 
blanket policy and that on the tugs, which 
belohg to the Great Lakes Towing company 
fieet, is placed at Cleveland. The insurance 
is sald to cover the loss.

VICTIM OF STRANGE ATTACK 


DIES AFTER MANY MONTHS. 


S. W. Bangs, Found Unconscious in the 
Street Last November, Succumbs to 
Concussion of the Brain. 


Ss. W. Bangs died at his residence, 6612

His duty a year 
ago forced a day’s postponement of his mar- 
riage. Yesterday it was his duty again’ 
which broke in upon the anniversary cele- 
bration. A little later he was taken home, 
dead. 

Fire Postpones the Wedding. 

Fireman Schoenheim and his bride set 
Wednesday a year ago for their wedding 
day. They had a group of friends invited 
to the bride’s residence and these were al- 
ready assembling when a fire started along 
the Calumet river. ‘ 

A 4-11 alarm was sounded, Schoenheim, 
who was attached to company 74, went to 
the fire. It lasted nearly all night, and the 
wedding accordingly was delayed until the 
next evening. He and his wife went to re- 
side at 348 One Hundredth street. 


Alarm Interrupts Celebration. 

Evidently their married.life was happy, 
because Mr. and Mrs. Schoenheim arranged 
a celebration when the first year was ended. 
A number of their friends gathered at their 
residence Thursday night and were still 
there when the Baltimore and Ohio grain 
elevator fire started, at 1 a. m. yesterday. 

Within twenty minutes a 4-11 alarm was 
given, and Schoenheim left his dwelling and 
was with his company, trying to keep the

MUST OBEY LAW © 
IN YARDS STRIKE. 


Peace Negotiations Make Lit- 
tle Progress, and Steps 
Are Taken to Prevent 
Further Riots. 


MORE NOTES EXCHANGED 


Though No Agreement Is in 

Sight, Donnelly May Resume . 
Conference with Pack- 
ers Today. 


While peace negotiations between th 
meat packers and the striking butcher work 
men lagged yesterday agencies were set ai 


| work to prevent the outbreak of further vio- 


lence. 

The union warned all members, in placards 
printed in five languages, to héed the in- 
structions given and to refrain from dis 
order, and told them plainly they would not 
be supported by the organization if guilty 
of iawlessness. Chief of Police O'Neill rec- 
ommended to Mayor Harrison the revocation ~ 
of the license of any saloon in which a strike 
disturbance started. 

Later in the night it was declared around 
the stockyards and at the police stations 
that many Poles had thrown away theif 
union buttons and had returned to thé planta 
with the nonunion men taken in. Of the latter 
about 300 were marched into the yards under 
police protection before midnight. A nume- 
ber were negroes, while others were Greeks 
and Poles. 


Mayor Willing to Ar 

Mayor Harrison stated that he was ready 
and willing to promote the cause of peace 
should either side request his mediation. 

“I should be gla. to act in an arbitrating 
or peacemaking capacity,"’ said he, “ should 
I rec:ive such an invitation from either one 
of the two parties interested In the strike. 
Without such a request I that any 
interference by a third party is Unwarranted 
at present. I did not,mix up in the street 
railway strike until the public came to have 
a larger interest in it than either of the con-

The mayor followed up this interview by 
revoking the saloon license of Antone Bzers+ 
ki, 4535 Hermitage avenue, who encouraged 
the rioters in Thursday's outbreak at Her- 
mitage avenue and Forty-sixth street. The 
report of Inspector Hunt recited that “ the 
saloonkeeper’s dog caught Lieut. Prim by 
the heel of his shoe, but’’was gallantly 
clubbed back by’ Officer Phalen.” Last night 
the police closed the place. 

Mr. Harrison said that he considered thia 
“heroic « :urrence” sufficient grounds for 
the revocation of the license. He added 
that he considered the Thursday riot noth- 
ing more than a “drunken brawl” which 
might have occurred at any time 
Stand by First Declarations, ~~ _— 
‘The workers thé Packers’ dich stood 
squarely by the positions respectively taken 
cn Thursday in regard to arbitration. Pres- 
ident Donnelly of the union wrote to the em- 
ployers justifying his demands. The packers 
replied with a repetition of the offer previ- 
cusly rejected by the men. 

» The sticking point appeared to be more the 
scope of the arbitration investigation than ‘* 
the reinstatement of strikers. Donnelly In- 
sisted it should be agreed on in advance that 
there should be no reduction In wages. The 
packers wished the whole subject of wages, 
including reductions and advance, to be 
taken up. 

No conference was arranged for today, but 
the way was left open for a meeting. In the 
last communication that passed, that from 
the packers, they declared themselves ready 
to meet a committee from the workers at any 
time. Preskient Donnelly probably will ac- 


. cept the suggestion. 


Little Work Done at Plants. 

As a whole, there was less business in- 
the packing houses than on Thursday op, 
Wednesday. Some killing. was done in Chi- 
cago, but the office forces had to be called 
into the packing house, in some instances, 
to accomplish this. 

Twenty-five clerks from the Armour soap 
works and downtown office were sent to the “ 
yards in the afternoon to take the places of 
thirty who walked out when ordered to help 
prepare beef for the market. Three hundred 
laborers, Italians and negroes, also were 
sent to the plant in four coaches on the 
Chicago and Alton railway late in the after- \ 
noon. -

Negotiations of the Day. 

‘The negotiations of the day consisted of 
an interchange of letters between Donnelly 
and the packers’ committee. Donnelly left 
the session of Thursday with the letter from 
the employers in his pocket unanswered. 
Until late that night he was in conéultation 
with President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor, Vice President Kidd of 
the same organization, and others, In regard 
to what kind of reply to make. 


- Donnelly Replies to Packers, 

The reply finally was drafted yesterday 
morning. This letter, addressed to J. Ogden 
Armour and associates, follows: 

“¥ours of the irsfant, which you 
handed us, has been duly considered. For 
our part we can quote the words in your let- 
ter and say: 

“ We cannot accept the same. 

“Your proposition does not cover the re- 
quests which the butcher workmen have sub- 
mitted to your consideration. It does not 
meet the present situation, nor does it offer 
a method by which the future relations of 
mutual good will may be protected or pro-_ 
moted. 

‘‘ We favor arbitration not only as a gen- 
eral proposition, but as a method of adjusting 
the present dispute. We submit that there 
must be some definite proposition for tntelil- 
gent and satisfactory arbitration, for with- 
out specific HUmitation arbitration tends to 
confusion rather than adjustment. The pres- 
ent strike is the result of the dissatisfaction 
of the butcher workmen with the wages they 
received; and certainly in view of the fact 
that the cost ofghe necessaries of life have 
Increased rath an diminished they should 
not de asked to face even the possibility of a 
reduction in wages. 


Rejects Possibility of a Cut. 
You gay you are willing to ‘ arbitrate the

- Objects to Re-employment Plan. 

“” Your proposition to reémploy the men on 
strike in the order in Which they may make 
‘application for work,’ is in our opinion 
neither justified on your part nor is it possi- 
ble of acceptance by us. The proposition im- 
plies that we are defeated in our effort to se- 
cure fairer conditions of labor than have re- 
cently been accorded us. It implies that we 


have been defeated and that our people may 


‘be discriminated against at the whim or 
prejudice that any superintendent or fore- 
‘man may feel or display. 

“We are most anxious to end the present 
dispute, but we cannot consent to any settle- 
ment that will involve the sacrifice of the 
men and women guilty of no greater wrong 
than their intense and earnest desire fora 
fair, wage and fair conditions as a return for 
the labor they perform. There may be and 
‘there no doubt is a common ground on which 
we can agree to the settlement of this dis- 
pute, which means so much to all our people, 
and in their interests as well as the butcher 
workmen’s and yours we earnestly desire to 
accomplish this purpose. 


Says Refusal Brought Strike. 

“We have been in frequent conferences 
with you for the last six weeks in an effort 
to arrive at an honorable adjustment of the 
matter in dispute, and only because of your 
flat refusal to consider our requests for the 
restoration of the ‘wages as they prevailed 
before your last reduction was the strike 
inaugurated. It is true that you suggested 
arbitration, but it was offered at so late a 
time that the stoppage of the strike was 
impossible. 

“As already stated, we are desirous of 
ending the present strike, and we are in 
favor of arbitration to obtain that end if

At the breaking up of the session Mr. Ar- 
mour walked back to his office, a block north. 
Mr. Meeker, after langhingly declaring the 
story of his attempting to kill a steer in 
the packing house in the morning to be

STRIKE RIOTERS INJURE FOUR. 


Police Fight Second Mob of Five Hun- 


dred Persons and Rescue Negro 
and His Son. 


The rioting of Thursday night was followed 
yesterday by attacks on two nonunion men at 
the stockyards. Four persons were injured. 
They were: 

Chizeritch, Carter, nonunion workman against 
whom first assauit at main entrance was di- 
rected; bruised, nose lacerated, and clothing torn. 

Dugdale, George, S37 West Fifteenth place, mem- 
ber of Pork Butchers’ union; struck by stone 
while riding on @ Halsted street car during first 
attack. 

«Washington, Sol, colored nonunion man, Sixty- 
third and Peoria streets; attacked after leaving 
main entrance while going home; badly beaten. 

Washington, James, 10 years old; knocked down; 
face cut; was going home with father. 


Four Injured in Attacks. 4 


Chizeritch left the yards at 2:30 o’clock 
and attempted to board a south bound Hal- 
sted street car. Several! strikers pursued, 
‘one hitting him in the face and knocking 
him down, and two more kicking him. 

The workman freed himself and boarded 
the car. Stones were thrown as the car 
‘started, one of them hitting Dugdale, who 
-is a striker. 

The attack on Washington was made 
shortly after 6 o'clock, when he left the 
‘plant of Armour & Co.. With his son he 
“boarded a Halsted street car, and the crowd 
“started in pursuit, throwing stones. Men 
‘along the street joined the chase until nearly 
-200 pursued. 

_ At Forty-fourth street several men board- 
ed the car, and the negro and his son ran east 
‘in Forty-fourth street to Emerald avenue. 
“Turning to the south they were stopped by 
‘a crowd that had run into Emerald avenue 
‘from Forty-fifth street. More stones were 
«thrown and the two took refuge in the house 
sof J.°C. Bohart, a-packer, at 4430 Emerald 
‘avenue. Here the crowd was increased un- 
‘til nearly 500 men and boys had surrounded 
ithe residence. The police fought the mob, 
but both of the victims were badly hurt be- 
fore they could be taken to a patrol wagon 
for protection.

WORLD IS WATCHING STRIKE. 


England as Well as America Interested 
in Peace Negotiations—Reports 
from Other Cities. 


Developments in the negotiations for the 
settlement of the stockyards butchers’ strike 
yesterday were eagerly awaited in all parts 
| of Ameriga and England. Hopes of an im- 
mediate settlement were dashed as the news 
of the day was disseminated and dealers 
began to look again to the stocks on hand. 

In several places disturbances of more or 
-less serious nature arose over the handling 
of the meats or from the efforts of the pack- 
ers to start their plants with nonunion men. 
Large constgnments received at New York 
were left in the freight yards because the 
unédon teamsters refused to handle the meat. 

The attempts to run the packing establish- 
ments met with varying success. In St. 
Paul a struggle between the strikers and 
the packers appeared so threatening thata 
conference was held regarding the necessity 
of calling out the militia to protect the plant 
of Swift & Co. It was concluded the step 
was inadvisable. 

A few men were working at South Omaha 
and a little slaughtering was done. The 
strikers were anxious to hear from President 
Donnelly of the progress of the negotiations 
with the packers. Representatives of Ar- 
mour & Co. at Kansas City reported many 
applications for ‘work, and declared their 
plants on the Missouri river would be run- 
ning soon with full nonunion crews. 


NEW YORK--Striking meat handlers were wait- 
ing for the announcement of the settlement of the 
strike. This was expected aimost any hour from 
Chicago. Forty-five carloads of beef have ar- 
rived in this city within the last twenty-four 
hours. These were consigned to the indépend- 
ent packers, but union teamsters refuse to handla 
the stock. The Bast Side Butchers’ association 
met today and resolved to sell no fresh meat for 

g week. At a meeting of the strikers James P. 
Holland and Joseph F. Hammill, general organ- 
izers of the Firemen’s amd the Engineers’ unions, 
announced they were ready to order their men on 
a& sympathetic strike as soon as nonunion men 
are put to work in the plants. Steamship inter- 
ests are much concerned over the packing house 
strike, as if continued it means additional heavy 
losses. All the large steamship lines have con- 
tracts for the carriage of dressed Heef in re- 
frigerators. These contracts, however, contain a 
strike clause, so that under current conditions 
the loss falls upon the steamship people and not 
upon the shippers. 


ST. LOUIS, MO.—The strike situation both in St. 
Louis and East St. Lonis is practically un- 
changed. The packers are operating on a small 
scale on the east side, while the only firm 
affected by the strike in St. Louis has suspended. 
Officiais of the local unions say there have been 
no defections from the ranks of the strileers and 
that the men are satisfied with the progress 
made. There have been no disturbances.

LONDON, July 15.—In the house of com- 
mons, today Mr. Houston (conservative) 
asked whether, in view of the meat strike 
in America and the consequent danger of a 
meat famine in this country, the board of 
trade would not consider the desirability of 
permitting the importation of live stock from 
Argentina. Mr. Fellowes, junior lord ofthe 
treasury, replying for the president of the 
board of agriculture, said the board was 
under statutory obligation to prohibit the. 
landing of Argentine cattle during the con- 
tinuance of the foot and mouth disease in 
country. He said it therefore was im- 

ssible to permit their importation at this 
time.

To combat the scourge of pneumonia in 
New York City the board of, health has 


! planned to wage a 

Health Board thorough and far 
to Fight reaching crusade. Its 

g request for a special 
Pneumonia, appropriation of $10,- 


000 was granted by 
the béard of estimate and apportionment 
at its meeting held today. This fund will be 
used to defray the expenses of the medical 
commission to be appointed by the board.of 
health for the purpose of investigating the 
causes of acute respiratory diseases. 

The members of this commission are to be 
selected from the most eminent physicians 
and ‘bacteriologists in the country. While 
of immediate importance to New York 
City the work of this commission will be 
of great interest everywhere, for almost all 
parts of the country have been sorely afflicted 
by pneumonia within the last year. Invi- 
tations to distinguished men whom it is 
desired to have on this commission will be 
sent out at once and work will be begun as 
promptly as possible. 

As investigation, persistent care, and 
thorough treatment have reduced the num- 
ber of cases and the death rate of tubercu- 
losis, it is intended to bring the appalling 
death rate of pneumonia, which has been 
going up for several years, in t the 
same ratio as the tuberculosis th rate 
has been falling. 

The excess in the number of deaths from 
pneumonia, bronchial pneumonia, and acute 
bronchitis in this city for the first six months 
of 1904 over the corrygopading period of 
1908 was 2,725.

My Dear Brother Billy: I am about to take a 
step which will be a severe blow to you and to all 
who have ever held me in regard and esteem. I 
have striven hard to make a success of life here, 
but there seems to be something that forever up- 
sets my plans. I have hoped that I might succeed 
in business, not so much as I craved the money for 
selfish purposes, as that I might do a gdod work 
im the world. .., 

Do not think I feel that I am getting off easily. 
My belief in a future life teaches me that I must 
suffer untold agony, but 1 am a blight upon those 
whom I love and upon those who love me, and it 
seems best that I should drop out of the lives of 
all of earth’s children, and perhaps some time, 
somewhere in the future I may be permitted to 
work myself into a niche in life where I may be 
able to atone for my errors. ... Be lenient 
with me, for I love you as a brother, and if I had 
10,000 lives I would give them all to save you from 
the pain and misery that you must suffer through 
me. 

It grieves me to lose the esteem of my associates, 
and if there is any one whom I have wronged it 
has not been intentional, and I hope that they may 
forgive me as they would be forgiven, for I am 
sincerely repentant for any wrong (pat I have 


done. 
Knows of No Business Troubles. 
In discussing the letter Mr. Heathfield 
ad: 


“I know of no business troubles that could 
have so worried Mr. Washburn into such a 
state of mind as he undoubtedly was when he 
killed his wife and daughter and himself.”’ 

The. bodies of Mr. Washburn and his family 
were found about 10:46 o’clock this morning 
by Mrs. George E. Hunn, an aunt of Mrs. 
Washburn. She had received a letter from 
Dr. Washburn in Brooklyn and wanted Mrs. 
Washburn to read it. When she entered the 
home she found no one about, but met the 
laundress, who had been working since 8 
o’clock in the house without having discov- 
ered the tragedy. Mrs. Hunn then called 
Mrs. Washburn, and, receiving no reply, 
went upstairs to the bedroom, where the 
bodies lay.

HARRIMAN WINS VICTORY. 


GETS PRELIMINARY INJUNCTION 
AGAINST HILL INTERESTS. 


Pro Rata Distribution of the Assets of 
the Northérn Securities Company Is 
Forbidden by New Jersey Judge — 
Decision Does Not Dis e of the 
Main‘Points at Issue, but Is Regard- 
ed as Significant—Appeal Will Be 
Taken. 


Trenton, N. J., July 15.—Judge Bradford 
today granted a preliminary injunction in 
the suit brought by Edward H. Harriman, 
Winslow 8. Pierce, and others to restrain 
the proposed pro rata distribution of the 
assets of the Northern Securities company. 
This is a defeat for the Hill interests. The 
opinion is fifty typewritten pages in length. 

The decision of Judge Bradford does not 
dispose of the main points at issue in the 
case, which were whether or not Harriman 
and Pierce should have returned to them 
the stock of the Northern Pacific company 
which they put into the Northern Securi- 
tles company, or whether they should have 
distributed to them the stock of botit the 
Northern Pacific and the Great Northern 
companies on the pro rata basis provided 
for by the directors of the Northern Securi- 
tles company. 


Injunction a Matter of Right. 


Judge Bradford says that the failure to 
grant a preliminary injunction would per- 
mit the distribution of the stock in the North- 
ern Pacific company to which Harriman and 
Pierce claim title and put the complainants 
in a position where they would not be able 
to obtain the relief to which they would 
be entitled should the case be decided in their 
favor on final hearing. 

The judge also said that a preliminary in- 
junction should only be refused where it 
was absolutely positive that the complain- 
ants could not.win the case when it came 
to a final hearing. The complainants were 
entitled, he said, to benefits of every rea- 
sonable doubt as to the disposition of the 
case when it should come up on final hearing. 


Ask for Specific Stock. 


In the present case Harriman and Pierce 
are asking for the return of the particular 
stock of the Northern Pacific railway com- 
pany which they put into the combination. , 
If the pro rata distribution were not to be 
enjoined and Harriman and Pierce could 
win on the final hearing the particular stock 
witich they are suing to recover would 
already be distributed and their victory 
would be a barren one. 

The litigation turned largely on the ques- 
tion as to the title to the Northern Pacific 
stock which E. H. Harriman and Winslow 
&. Pierce put into the combination and which 
amounted to about $79,000,000. 

Representatives of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
and E. H. Harriman said they did not care to 
discuss the decision until their attorneys 
had read it infull. It was said at Mr. Mor- 
gan’s office, however, that an appeal would 
be taken. 


NEGROES GET 49 YEARS EACH? 


Three Assailants of New Jersey Woman 
Given Extreme Penalty in Record 
Breaking Trial. 


Mount Holly, N. J., July 15.—Aaron Tim- 
bers, Jonas Sims, and William Austin, the 
three negroes who confessed to assaulting 
Mrs. Elsie Biddle of Burlington, were today 
sentenced to forty-nine years each in state’s 
prison after a record breakjgg trial. The 
three men arrived in Mount Holly at 1:15 
p.m. Less than half an hour later they had 
pleaded guilty, had been given the extreme 
penalty of the law, and were:on their way 
to Trenton to begin their long sentences. 

On the sheriff's request the governor sent 
a detail of the national guard to protect 
the prisoners here and on the way to prison. 
While the militia was escorting the trio to 
a special train bound for Trenton a crowd 
of several hundred cried **‘ Shoot them.” 

Judge Gaskill, in speaking of the swift 
methods employed, said a meeting of 200 men 
was held last night to complete plans to 
lynch the negroes. He said the women of 
the county drove the men to take desperate 
measures, and the quick trial was to fore- 
stall this.

The declaration by Vice Mayor Henderson 
is supposed to be the result of the two mass- 
meetings held Thursday night, attended by 
nearly 10,000 people, when the resignation of 
the mayor and chief of police was openly 
demanded.

SUPT. BICKNELL PRAISES 


“TRIBUNE'S” FREE ICE FUND. 


In Organ of the Chicago Bureau of 
Charities He Points to Features of 
Plan as Unusually Commendable. 


_ After explaining im detail the methods of 
distribution employed by THE TRIBUNE ice 
fund, Supt. Ernest P. Bicknell in this _week’s 
issue of Codpergtion, the official organ of the 
Chicago bureau of charities, points out that 
hundreds of families are helped by THe 
TRIBUNE fund who would refuse an outright 
gift.

“Tue TRIBUNB, in the creation and main- 
tenance of this fund, has shown wisdom in 
at least three particulars in which unwisdom 
is too often found. First, it has helped to 
preserve self-respect by asking a price for 
the ice from all who can pay. 

* Second, it has established a quiet, sye- 
tematic, discriminating method of distribu- 
tion instead of the promiscuous, hysterical, 
grab bag plan. ; 

“Third, it has taken advantage the 
knowledge and machinery of social ahd re- 
ligious agencies already established among 
the poor, entering into close cotperative re- 
lations with them.”

PRICES ADVANCE ON. MODERATE 
Suggestion That the Preferred Capital 
Be Cat in Two and the Common Re- 
duced 75 Per Cent—President Barber 
Understood to Be Opposed to a Re- 
_eceivérship for United Boxboara — 
Money Movements Show Large Gain 
in Cash by Banks. 


American Can shares were firm. For some 
tithe friends of the management have been 
declaring the stock was good for. a con- 
siderable rise and the course of prices thus 
far has verified the predictions. The buying 
is based altogether on the present earning 
power of the company. , 

While it is asserted that no consideration 
has ever been given a proposition to reduce 
the capital, the present affords a situation 
which suggests its advisability. The com- 
pany is earning, without difficulty, 5 per 
cent on its preferred capital of $41,233,300. 
The company is not able, however, to earn 
the 7 per cent on this stock to which it is 
entitled, and there is accumulating, there- 
fore, an annual dividend geficit of 2 per 
cent. If the preferred capital were cut in 
two the present earnings would be equal to 
10 per cent on that amount and the stock 
would in all probability sell more than twice 
as high. - 

If at the same time.the common. stock, 
which is now $41,233,300, were reduced to 
$10,500,000, there would be some chance for 
dividends on it, and there is no reason to 
doubt, with such prospects, it,would sell 
a “than four times as high as it now 

oes. 


Barber Opposes Receivership Idea. 


United Boxboard shares were again weak, 
the preferred selling down to 7. The pres- 
ent market is due to the fact of one holder 
having to liquidate on Thursday. Some- 
thing over 2,000 shares were sold, and con- 
sidering the amount of stock offered and the 
narrowness of the market the offerings were 
well taken. But yesterday there was more 
liquidating pressure on the preferred, and 
that lost 1% points. 

Some of those acquainted with President 
Barber believe the company will not be per- 
mitted to go into a receivership. Mr. Barber 
would have considerable to lose, as well as 
other shareholders, through such a course.

If it should be a fact that 
the property will not be put up for sale then 
at these prices the preferred stock looks like 
a good speculative purchase.

Reports’ Fine Bond Business. 


“Our bond busifess In the last awo weeks 
has been fine,” said John Farson yester- 
day. ‘“ Everybody seems to have money, 
and it is now easy to sell bonds. Itisthe first 
time in. several years that it has been a 
pleasure to be in the bond business. 

‘Chicago is proving an excellent market. 
But just now Boston business is better. It 
has been our experience that the first pro- 
nounced buying movement was in New 
York. Chicago followed, and then Boston. 
Philadelphia business continues slow. I can 
say that our sales are of a miscellaneous 
character, with a leaning toward bonds 
bearing a larger return since New York ad- 
vanced the price of the highest grade mu- 
nicipals.”’ 

Half Year Bank Profits Good. 

The six months’ period just closed has gen- 
erally been a good one for the banks. There 
are exceptions, but inquiries at several of 
the largest institutions showed their profits 
for the first six months to have been prac- 
tically as good as the corresponding period 
last year. One bank reports earnings of 10 
per cent for the six months, another 12, etc. 
It is understood the Merchants’ Loan shows 
profits of about 25 per cent on the first year’s 
business with its increased capital. The 
year ended June 30. 

In the coming six months it is believed 
earnings may not be quite so good, owing to 
the summer dullness, accentuated by the 
carnpaign. Then it is a further fact that 
money has been accumulating in the banks, 
and the crop movement will find western in~ 
stitutions fairly well supplied with funds. 


London View of War. 


The London Statist has the following on 
the financial aspect of the war: 

“The markets are still waiting for the 
great battle which is everywhere expected 
to be the decisive action of the war; and 
while so waiting they are disinclined to run 
new risks. In Paris there is a general opin- 
ion that if the battle is favorable to the Rus- 


sians there will be selling Of Russian securi-. 


ties on a considerable scale, for it is antici- 
pated that if the Russians are successful the 
hope will spring up that, after all, they will 
win in the end; and therefore great numbers 
of péople who are now unwilling to hold 
Russians will be disposed to buy at the pres- 
ent comparatively low quotations, and that 
thus existing holders may find themselves tn 
a position to sell on a considerable scale. 

“On the other hand, the opinion ts equally 
general that if the Russians are defeateq— 
and that they will be defeated is the general 
xpectation—there will be large buying of 
Russians by the French.

‘GENERAL TRADE MORE NORMAL. 


Except for Stockyards Strike Conditichs 
.Throughout the Country, Appear 
to Be Improving. 


New York, July 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
Trade conditions were gradually becoming . 
more normal after the conclusion of polit- 
leal conventions, when a new disturbing 
factor appeared in the strike of packing 
house employés and allied trades. This en- 
hanced prices of meats and added many 
thousands to the already large army of un- 
employed, weakening the purchasing power 
of the people stil! further. 

Aside from this unfavorable development, 
the news of the week contained much en- 
rouragement. Crop prospects improved and 
the general level prices for farm products 
promises a large return to agriculturists, 
wifich means better business for all indus- 
tries.

In the primary market for cotton goods 
there is a disposition to maintain quotations, 
sellers declining to consider bids below the 
level recently reached. Orders are still lim- 
ited to small quantities for quick delivery.

Mr. Swinburne reminds us that it is now 
“thirty-six years since my first volume of 
miscellaneous verse, lyrical, and dramatic, 
and elegiac, and generally heterogeneous, 
had as quaint a reception and as singular a 
fortune as I have ever heard or read of.” 


Any one who was interested in literature 
thirty-six years ago will | remember the 
storm that beat upon the poet’s head when 
his poems were given to the world. Today 
they are received with outstretched hand 


| and without controversy; that is, the sort 


of controversy they excited then. Reading 
“Laus Veneris” in the light of more recent 
verse, it seems innocent enough. In the 
qualities for which it was) condemned it is 
mild compared to some of thé poems recently 
published; for instance, “’The Star of ‘te 
Desert,” by Laurence Hope. 
Mr. Swinburnedlooks back with an 
strile at the early reception of his verses. 
For its author the most amusing and satisfying 


version of collating and comparing the variously 
inaccurate -verdicts of the scornful or mournful 
‘censors who insisted on regarding all the studies 
offpassion or sensation attempted or achieved in 
it'as elther confessions of positive fact or excur- 
siéns of absolute fancy. There are

the writer’s actual] experience and personal emo- 
tion. But I need not remind you that all I have 
to say about this book was said once for all in the 
year of its publication. I have nothing to add to 
my notes then taken, and I have nothing to re- 
tract from them. To parade or to disclaim ex- 
perience of passion or of sorrow, of pleasure or of 
pain, is. the habit and the sign of a school which 
has never found a disciple among the better sort 
of English poets, dnd which I know to be no less 
pitifully contemptible in your opinion than in 
mine. 


Whether it is wortn while for any man to 
offer any remarks or for any other man to 
read his remarks on his own work, his own 
ambition, or his own attempts, Mr. Swin- 
burne admits that he cannot of course de- 
termine. But he adds: “ As long as the writer 
can succeed in evading the kindred charges 
and the cognate risks of vanity and humil- 
ity there can be no reason why he should 
not undertake it. And when he has nothing 
to regret and nothing to recant, when he 
finds nothing that he would wish to cancel, 
to alter, or to unsay, in any page he has ever 
aff before his reader, he need not be seri- 
ously traubled by the inevitable conscious- 
ness that the work of his early youth is not 
and cannot be unnaturally unlike the work 
of a young man. This would be no excuse 
for it, if it were In any sense bad work; if it 
be so, ho apology-would avail; and I certainly 
have none to offer.”’ 

If the fortunes of his lyrical work were 
‘“‘amusingly eccentric and accidental,” the 
varieties of opinion which have saluted the 
appearance of his plays have been “ even 
more diverting and curious. I have heen told 


r by reviewers of note and position that a sin- 


gle one of them is worth all my lyric and 
otherwise undramatic achievements er at- 
tempts; and I have been told on equal or sim- 
llar authority that, whatever I may bein any 
other field, as a dramatist I am demonstra- 
bly nothing. My first if not my strongest 
ambition was to do something worth doing 
and not utterly unworthy of a young country- 
man of Marlowe, the teacher, and Webster, 
the pupil of Shakspeare, in the line of work 
which these three poets had left as a possibly 
unattainable example for ambitious English- 
men. And my first book, written while yet 
under academic or tutorial authority, bore 
evidence of that ambition in every line.”

from doing what they ought to do for fear of 
seeming conspicuous. Such look askance at 
the vitality, the crudity of the present time. 
They are dismayed at the opulence of a world 
which produces tribes upon tribes of men, 
chiefly vulgar, universally selfish, prolific; 
and bent on “ getting on.” 

Mr. Dawson talks, as Mr. Arnold talked, 
about “ respect for authority,” and he prob- 
ably would not at ‘all like the American 
habit of scrutinizing authority to see whether 
or not it is deserving of respect. He is in- 
clined to let sleeping dogs lie. That is, he in- 
terprets Arnold as teaching that culture 
causes the individual of his own free will and 
motion to subordinate himself to the total- 
ity, and offers the world of action a welcome 
release from its besetting difficulties. The 

oterie of cultivated men is not overeager 

be adjusting abuses and remolding so- 
ciety, but seeks rather to defer action until 
it can clearly be seen whether the reform 
will really have the result expected or will 
create a new order of conditions even more 
perplexing than the first. Most mistakes In 
the past, it is opined by Mr. Arnold and his 
advocate, have been the result of want of 
thought, or of thought by the wrong people 
on the wrong lines, 

He seems to forget that the “ right people " 
that is to gay, the people in authority—are al- 
most always too complaisant to care what 
happens so their régime continues. The 
“wrong people "’ have, it is true, made now 
and then a most uncultivated hullabaloo in 
the world, and the result is something ap- 
proaching liberty of thought and equity of 
judgment for all classes. Whitman, who its 


‘the prophet of democracy, points out that out 


of every amendment of society some new 
abuse will come. But no man of energy need 
be dismayed by that, any more than he is by 
the fact that life itself is a perpetual struggle, 
and that the man must labor to feed him- 
self and those dependent upon him, and pro- 
tect their civic safeties today and all tomor, 
rows. What does Lantier say about making 
hunger the plow to furrow his spirit’s glebe? 
Not out of necessity’for action but out of the 
death in life of settled, complaisant society, 
fixed “ authority,” continuous arrangements 
of wealth and influence comes the decay of 
the people, At least, so it must still seem to 
those impregnated with the spirit of the re- 
public and the followers of one Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

Tam not able to say that Mr, Dawson's book 
will reconcile the “ middle clas” to their 
sharp critic. Arnold, who sometimes under- 
stood quite well what he was talking about, 
somehow misses utterly the sweet, sound 
core of the “ middle clags,"’ which was his 
aversion. He never seemed to grasp that 
large poetic idea that men are driven by the 
winds of God; and that when there arose a 
class, neither scholars, aTistocrats, nor peas- 
ants, who secured and kept their indepen- 
denee by developing a colossa! materialism. 
furnishing the world with supplies, superin- 
tending the transportation of the world, then, 
at last, the Individual began to have his 
chance. These were men who came up out 
of the abject grades, the men who had once 
kept their backs bent to “ authority,”’ but 
who now came to rule the world. ‘They had 
and have their set codes, often narrow 
enough, no doubt. They were “ nonconform- 
ists’ in every sense of the word; and they 
were—and are—too desperately busy to read 
Mr. Matthew Arnold’s remarks about them. 
But more than revolutions, more than re- 
ligions, more than. migrations, they brought 
about the rights of the individual. When one 
thinks of all that, of the love of family they 
have, of their devotiog to universa! education, 
their advocacy of representation, one feels, 
suddenly, a great, impetuous wave of en- 
thusiasm for the honest, fine fruit of democ- 
racy, the “ middle class "’ rise in one; and the 
authorities,”’ so well fixed in chairs aca- 
demic and ecclesiastic, in landed and magis- 
terial estates, seem trifilng indeed in com- 
parison. They may be dull and half seeing, 
these people of the middle c , these bal- 
ance keepers, these marquises of trade, but 
their critics are half seeing, too, and guess 
nothing of the loyalty, and honor, and pride, 
the affection, and aspiration, and compas- 
sion that were their ancient ideals, and which 
still find a place in the paid of the best 
of them. ‘ 

Meantime, they are finishing off the con- 
tinent, filling out the cities, cirecumnavigating 
the globe, intruding into ancient strongholds 
of savagery, giving the humblest a knowl- 
edge of letters, and letting “ authority " sit 
like Buddha, with eyes fixed, dreaming its 
dreams. Mr. Dawson congratulates himself 
that the present generation has lost its an- 
tagonism to Arnold, and so perhaps it had till 
he set forth again those ideas, offered in so 
insufferable a spirit of condescension. (G./P.

Mary Dillon (The Century com- 

pany), is the latest historical novel, 

and deals with that interesting 

epoch in which the territory of Lou- 
isiana passed from to France and from 
France to the United States. The heroine is 
a priticess of the blood royal, a distant cousin 
of the beheaded king of France, who has 
found refuge among kind friends in old St. 
Louls. At the opening of the story she ts 
still ignorant of her name and rank, but an 
adventurer from France, who tries to win her 
by fair means or foul, makes a disclosure in- 
evitable. Her guardian sends her back to 
France, where there is a possibility that Na- 
poleon may restore her confiscated fortunes, 
bat after much distress she is compelled to 
escape from France in disguise and eventual- 
ly reaches St. Louis, where she weds her 
faithful American lover. This lover, who 
tells the story in the first person, adds to the 
romance its historical element. By a series 
of coincidences he is able to attend the debate 
in congress on the Louisiana question, to be 
present at the discussion of the matter by 
French and American negotiators in Paris, 
and to overhear the secret interview between 
Napolean and his brother on the same topic. 
He outwits and humiliates his wily French 
rival, becomes an officer in Napoleon's army, 
and finally returns in a blaze of glory to St. 
Louis, now American, and to his loving 
princess. 

The story is utterly impossible, but Pélayte, 
the rose of old St. Louis, is a winsome witch, 
and the tone of the book is historically cor- 
rect. The author’s one defect is the lack of 
humor. 

This defect takes something from the ex- 
cellence of the book, yet on the whole it is a 
highly creditable piece of work. In con-
